The Southtown Club of Chicago 
clinched the Fifth Annual Central 
States Softball championship by 
beating the Cleveland Association 
twice, 7-2 and 11-2 before more 
than 800 fans which made South 
Bend the mecca of the sport-mind¬ 
ed deaf over the Labor Day week¬ 
end. The tournament was a dou¬ 
ble elimination affair and involved 
fourteen teams and more than 200 
players. Twenty-seven games were 
played in two days and eight play¬ 
ing fields on three city parks had 
to be used. 

The boys from Chicago’s south- 
side had to come through the hard 
way. After topping Louisville, 16-3, 
they met the defending champs 
and heavily favored Detroit Asso¬ 
ciation nine. Detroit, behind the 
superb pitching of Jack Waters, 
who allowed one hit, squelched 
Southtown, 4-0. The win put Det¬ 
roit in the finals of the upper brac¬ 
ket and moved Southtown into the 
losers bracket. 

After a grueling twenty game 
grind on Saturday eight teams were 
eliminated and six remained. Sun¬ 
day the games were moved across 
town to Harrison Field. The finals 
of the upper bracket had Detroit 
pitted against Cleveland. In the 
losers bracket were South Bend, 
Community Center of Detroit, 
Southtown and the Chicago Club 
of the Deaf. 

The Silent Knights of South 
Bend after losing their first game 
to the eventual runnerup, Cleve¬ 
land, clashed with the Community 
Center. Lack of good reserve pitch¬ 
ing spelled defeat for the host city 
nine, 10-5. Meanwhile, on another 
diamond Southtown was staving off 
their much improved metropolitan 
rival, the Chicago Club, 3-2. 

With the Chicago Club and South 
Bend duly eliminated Southtown 
took on the Community Center and 
Detroit met Cleveland. Cleveland 
took a close call from Detroit, 7-5 
while Southtown romped to a 12-4 


triumph over the Community Cen¬ 
ter. 

The consolation game brought 
together again Detroit and South- 
town. The tournament’s keenest 
rivals were in for what was expect¬ 
ed to be a repeat performance of 
the previous game. Southtown 
used its ace hurler Richard Don¬ 
geeker and Detroit banked on Ray¬ 
mond Graleski. In short order the 
Windy City lads pushed across four 
runs. Then Jack Waters came in 
but the damage had already been 
done. Dongeeker wisely held on to 
his four run advantage at the early 
stage to hold the Detroiters at 
bay, 6-4. 

Southtown entered the finals 
against Cleveland. Since Cleveland 
was undefeated and Southtown had 
one loss charged against them, a 
win for Cleveland would end the 
tournament. In other words the 
Chicago team had to win twice to 
take the crown and that they did. 

Bruce Frye neatly handcuffed 
the boys from the Lake Erie pre¬ 
mises with a five hit chore only to 
give up two runs in the last inning- 
while his teammates pushed across 
seven. The all-out game was sche¬ 
duled for 8:30 that night. It was 
to be the fourth game of the day 
for Southtown and the third for 
Cleveland. 

In the first night game ever 
staged in tournament history, 
Southtown went on to end all ar¬ 
guments by taking championship 
behind the brilliant pitching of 
Dongeeker, 11-2. Dongeeker gave 
up one hit and struck out 15. 

Cleveland was runnerup and the 
Detroit Assn, took third place hon¬ 
ors. 

Southtown’s manager, Frank 
Wrobel, must be given much credit 
for his team’s victory. Everything 
he did was right. He rotated his 
pitchers in perfect order. As a re¬ 
sult each pitcher was able to finish 
his assignment.

was taken to the doctor several 
times and even had new glasses 
fitted for him and yet, they didn’t 
seem to convince him that the 
Home and the doctor were trying 
to help with his eyes which were 
found to toe incurable of a disease. 
For the reason that he disobeyed 
the rules of the Home, his dismissal 
was approved by the Board. 

Miss Lola Sutton was admitted to 
the Home toy the Board. 

The Board voted to extend the 
present contract of Supt. Miller for 
another year. 

Supt. Miller was given approval 
to purchase a registered bull calf 
of same breed and a new boar to 
replace the old ones for breeding 
purposes. 

The Board approved the change 
of regulation for admission of ap¬ 
plicants to the Home. The old rul¬ 
ing of “$500.00 Life Care” is replaced 
with “Welfare Assistance Accepted”. 
This is made necessary because 
some people have taken this advan¬ 
tage when they could afford to pay 
more. It takes at least $400.00 a 
year to take care of each inmate. 
Of course, the Home will still take 
people without support or who can¬ 
not meet terms stated on the form. 

Supt. Miller reported that the 
corn and soy-bean crops were doing 
very well and expected bumper 
crops from them, and although the 
wheat crop was excellent this year, 
about one third of it was lost due 
to postponements of harvesting be¬ 
cause of rains.
